REGULATIONS FOR THE) GOVEJRNMENT OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE LIBRARY. 



[1. The Board of Trustees of the State Library shall have supervision thereof 
and power to make rules and regulations for the same, and the Governor, the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and the Attorney General shall, ex-ofllcio, be 

said trustees, They shall meet annually upon the 

second Monday of December, and at such other timfis as they may fix far that 
purpose, and the State Librarian shall act as secretary to the same. 

2. The Library rooms shall be open to the public every secular day, except 
public holidays, between the hours of 9 a. m. and 10 p. m., provided that on 
Saturdays the Library shall be closed at 12 o'clock noon. 

3. The Governor, members of the General Assembly, Justices of the Supreme 
CJourt, heads of departments, and ofllcers of the Commonwealth at the seat of 
government, and such other persons as may be designated by the rules adopted 
by the Board of Trustees, shall be entitled, under such regulations as the Board 
of Trustees shall prescribe, to take books from the Library— Act of the Legis- 
lature, May 13th, 1889.] 

1. 

A REFERENCE LIBRARY TO THE GENERAL PUBLIC. 

The Pennsylvania State Library is open for the use of the general 
public as a reference library. 

2. 

LIBRARY HOURS. 

The Library is open to the public daily from 9 A. M. to 10 P. M., 
except Saturday, when it closes at 12 M., and Sunday, when it re- 
mains closed. 

3. 

RELATIONS OF THE LIBRARIANS TO THE PUBLIC. 

During the hours specified for public use, the Librarian or his as- 
sistants will be in attendance, to maintain order, issue and receive 
books an^ render to readers such assistance in the use of the Li- 
brary as may be practicable. 
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4. 

MAINTENANCE OF ORDER. 

Quiet and order will be maintined in the Library; loud talking 
and laughter will not be allowed; books will be handled with care 
and disfigurement or mutilation avoided. 

5. 

ISSUE OF BOOKS. 

Books will be issued for use either within or without the Library 
only upon written application made upon special application blanks 
provided for the purpose and properly signed by the recipient. 

6. 

RETURN OF BOOKS. 

. Persons using books will return them to the Library desk when 
they are no longer needed. 

7. 

PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO REMOVE BOOKS FROM THE LIBRARY. 

The following persons are authorized to draw books for use with- 
out the Library, under the fegnlatiouB herein provided: 

1. Th'e Governor. 

2. The members of the General Assembly. 

3. The Heads of Departments. 

4. The Officers of the Commonwealth at the seat of Government. 

5. The Justices of the Supreme and Superior Courts. 

6. The Judges of the Twelfth Judicial District. 

7. The lawyers in attendance upon the Supreme and Superior 
Courts sitting in Harrisburg, and such other persons as in the dis- 
cretion of the Librarian should be granted this privilege. 

8. 

RELATIONS OF MEMBl&RS OF THE LEGISLATURE TO THE LIBRARY. 

Members of the Legislature, during its session, may take to any 
room' in the Capitol such law or reference books, maps or oth-^r 
publications as they may desire, but sueh books, maps or other 
publications will be returned to the Library at least five days prior 
to final adjournment. It shall be the duty of the State Librarian 
to report to the presiding officers of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives respectively, two days before such final adjournment, 
the names of the members of each House respectively who have 
failed to comply with this regulation. 
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9. 

PRIVILEGES OF LAWYERS IN ATTENDANCE UPON THE SUPREME 
AND SUPERIOR COURTS SITTING IN HARRISBURG. 

Lawyers in attendance upon the sitting of the Supreme and Su- 
perior Courts in Harrisburg, may take to the Supreme Court Room 
such law books as they may desire, conditioned upon their becoming 
responsible for the safe return of the books within two days. 

10. 

NON-TRANSFERABILITY OF RIGHT TO REMOVE BOOKS FROM THE 

LIBRARY. 

Persons entitled by law to draw books for use without the Library 
may not transfer that right to others. 

11. 

LIMIT OF TIME FOR KEEPING BOOKS. 

Books will not be retained without the Library for a longer period 
than two weeks, although an extension of two weeks may be al- 
lowed upon due application. This regulation may be relaxed, how- 
ever, in favor of heads of departments requiring works for official 
purposes. 

12. 

BOOKS WHICH CANNOT BE REMOVED FROM THE LIBRARY. 

The following publications are classified as Works of Reference 
and will not be removed from the Library, except as required for of- 
ficial use by heads of departments: 

1. Directories. 

2. Dictionaries. 

3. Encyclopaedias. 

4. Atlases. 

5. Maps. 

6. Magazines. 

7. Newspapers. 

8. Manuscripts. 

9. Rare, costly or limited, editions. 

10. Engravings and art publications. 

11. Bound volumes of pamphlets. 

12. Works dex)osited for permanent preservation. 

13. Reports of the Supreme or other courts of last resort.

Tfi^? iU'\Htrt of tlui HtaUr LiF>rarian for 1906 marks the close of 
an HfUuiutn^rHiiou wfiir^h han hf*fn ino«t fruitful in the development 
of Iho Library. Oovr-mor Tr^nnyiKir-k^'r, himself an ardent book 
colbxjtor, and familiar with every phase of the State's history, al- 
wayn found lime in the midst of his manifold duties to discuss the 
fnterfmtn of the institntion and to extend his valuable advice in 
lirrmdeniriK the »(roi>e of the work. 

During the four years the Division of Public Records has been 
established and has justified its existence not only by caring for the 
«ef(le(!led i>a|K*rs of the Government but also in constituting itself 
a Hiireaii of Information upon all subjects referred to in the records. 
'Hie publir^ation In the Pennsylvania Archives of the military lists 
of th(» (/olonial Wars, the War of the Revolution and the War of 
1HI2 lins v(jry mu(!h simplified the task of furnishing information 
upon Uicwj niintl(»rH, which formerly seemed almost hopeless. Satis- 
faclory cpinrlcTH have now been provided for this Division which 
had its bcKinniiiK l» the cellar of the institution. In fact it is doubt- 
ful wh(»tlM»r any other State in the Union has a better equipi)ed de- 
part m(»nt for lh(» repair and care of historical documents. Two hun- 
dr(»d v()luni(»» of mounted pap<H*s have been completed and fifteen 
hundred e(»r(ifieateH of military service were issued, besides hun- 
dr<»dH of <*(»riltle*d e'op1<^s of letters and XJ^titionis. 

Aw H<»('retary of (he Pri^* Library Commission the State Librarian 

would report I hat the Traveling Library system has doubled its 

work and v(»ry .murh inert^ased the eflftciency of its service during 

this period. Miss Krielibnum» the Assistant Secretary, resigned 

from the position which she had h'eld from the beginning of the 

work In \H\)\), and was suetHH^ded by Robert P. Bliss, the Librarian 

of tin* (^rt)r.er TlH^)log!oal Seminary at Chester. The Northwestern 

section of the State was thoroughly canvassed and the newspai)ers 

fntert^sted In the work of the Commission, and during the Fall Mr. 

Ullss attended about twenty county institutes in order to present 

the iidvantagt>8 of traveling libraries to the teachers. At the end 

of the year then* wen* only ten tn>unties in which there was not at 

It^^st one Iravt^Ung lUmvry «tntion. At that time there were 467 

appiiontions for llbnirh^s and 13.000 volumes were in circulation. 

As the llbniries an^ exohangtHl tw^ioe a year, about 26,000 volumes 

\wn^ in otrrulatlim In place® that needed them most. 

I>wrlnir tho M\ of 1906 so many reqxiesta for assistance in orgaiux- 
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ing new libraries were received that it was thought best to have a 
Consulting Librarian upon the Staff of the Commisision, and Miss 
Helen Underwood Price was appointed to this position. 

The State Library has been strengthened by the purchase of 
several thousands of books concerning Pennsylvania alone, and the 
granting of the whole of the Executive Building for Library and 
Museum pui^poses will give to the lawyers of the State a room in 
which they will find about 45,000 law books with adequate facili- 
ties for study. 

The officers of the Library now have appropriate quarters in 
which to conduct the business of the institution. 

Through legislation the Library has been made the depository for 
the public documents of the State which are now sent to every free 
library in the State and to historical and State libraries, thus insur- 
ing each institution complete sets of these imxK)rtant papers. 

The recataloguing and reclassification of the whole collection 
was begun in 1903 and has proceeded in a satisfactory manner. In 
addition to the current accessions some 40,000 volumes have been 
accessioned and recatalogued. The Library now has a partial stock 
list for the first time in its existence. Upon the removal of the Li- 
brarian to the offices in the front of the building adequate quarters 
were furnished in the old offices for the Pennsylvania Free Library 
Cominission, the Cataloguing force and the Watchman. 

The collection of newspapers has always been an important one 
and no opoprt unity for completing the files of early newspapers has 
been neglected. 

During the year 2,339 books were bought and the Library re- 
ceived 1,022 volumes in exchanges; 267 volumes were presented to 
the Institution. There were 499 Pennsylvania items added, of which 
the most interesting were "An Account of the Newly Invented 
Pennsylvania Fire Places, Franklin, 1744;" Addison's "Liberty of 
Speech and of the Press;" Washington, Pa., 1798; Mathew Carey's 
Autobiography; Carter and Glossbrenner's History of York County; 
An Examination of the Connecticut Claim to Lands in Pennsyl- 
vania, Philadelphia, 1744; A Review of the Constitution proposed 
by the Late Convention Held at Philadelphia, 1787; Thomas 
Holm's Mapp of Ye Improved Part of Pennsylvania in America, 
London, 1690; Thomas Imbey's Manuscript Collection of Poems, 
Songs and other Remarkable Things, 1715; McPherson's Directory 
for the City and Suburbs of Philadelphia, 1785; Paxton's Strangers 
Guide Philadelphia, 1810; A Brief View of the Accounts of the 
Treasury of Pennsylvania, from the time of the Commencement of 
the Revolution to the 5th of October, 1781; William Smith's His-

The Librarian has included in this Report a list of the Pennsyl- 
vania items added to the collection and also a list of books presented. 
He has not included the list of newspapers, which has been pub- 
lished annually heretofore. 

Acting in accordance with the law passed in 1905 a Museum was 
established in the Library Building, and considerable work has been 
accomplished in the preparation of material for the Division of 
Zoology and the Educational Division based on the collection formed 
for the St. Louis Exposition. 

The Historical documents and objects illustrating the early life 
of the inhabitants of the State have been placed in charge of Mr. 
Kelker, Custodian of the Public Records. The interest taken in 
these collections has been very considerable and it is confidently ex- 
pected that the Museum will furnish instruction and entertainment 
for the thousands of people who visit the Capitol annually.

PENNSYLVANIA FEDERATION OF HISTORICAL SOCIE- 
TIES, YEAR ENDING JAN. 3, 1907. 



The year just closed has been quite an uneventful one for the 
Federation, due to a year's, but unavoidable, delay in providing for 
it a scheme for definite work, which, however, will be forthcoming 
at this meeting. 

At the close of last year twenty-four societies were reported as 

having become members of the Federation. Since then four more 

societies have joined, viz: The Bucks County Historical Society, the 

f Bradford County Historical Society, the Pennsylvania Society of 

^(^w York, and the City History Society of P\\\\ade\^\i\^. K mw^ 
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or less constant and persistent canvas was carried on during the 
year, as in the preceding year, in bringing to the attention of ail 
other known historical societies and kindred associations in the State 
the Federation and its objects towai-ds inducing their co-operation. 

Of the twenty-eight societies on our list, twenty-six have paid 
theic dues for the year, and two are in arrears. Your Secretary 
remitted to the Treasurer $24.00 dues received. $1.00 came directly 
to him, a total of $25.00 dues received. 

On October 23d the Committee on a new Constitution, appointed 
at the last annual meeting, January 4, 1906, met at Harrisburg. 
The results of its work will presently be laid before you by the chair- 
man of the committee. In compliance with previous instructions 
to your secretary a set-up copy, like copies to be shown you here, 
was sent in advance to every component Society of the Federation. 

An urgent request was received by your secretary from the Ameri- 
can Historical Association for representatives of the Federation 
at the annual meecing of said association to be held, lately held, at 
Providence, R. I. In referring said request to our President he gave 
it as his opinion as inadvisable at this time on the part of the Fed- 
eration to be officially represented at the meeting of the Association 
at Providence, and not until we have a showing to make of real work 
done. 

Taking this view of it as the proper one for the present, it may 
however, not be known to many of you that within recent years, say 
at its annual meeting, held in Chicago, 1904, the American Historical 
Association provided for a permanent section for the annual dis- 
cussion and study of the "Problems of State and Local Historical 
Societies." As evidenced in its annual reports for 1904 and 1905 the 
work already done in this section of the Association is of great value 
and of a very practical character, and the suggestion is ventured 
that our organization cannot fail to derive substantial advantage by 
maintaining close affiliation with the American Historical Asso- 
ciation. Our appearance at its 1905 Baltimore meeting secured us, 
so early in our movement, a recognition greatly to be appreciated, 
coming from so national an association, composed of most distin- 
guished men and masters in their special lines, and furthermore se- 
cured us a national, in fact, an international introduction and stand- 
ing, as shown in the 1905 report of the Association, in which we are 
frequently and most creditably mentioned. 

Your secretary asks to be reimbursed for payments made by him, 
totaling $6.62, the items being for postage, a minute book, typewrit- 
ing, etc.

The committee appointed at the last annual meeting to draft a 
new constitution and set of by-laws, reported through its chairman, 
James M. Lamberton, Esq. After a free interchange of views and 
the adoption of a few minor amendments the following constitution 
and by-laws were unanimously adopted. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE PENNSYLVANIA FEDERATION OF 

HISTORICAL SOCIETIES. 



ARTICLE I. NAME. 

Section 1. This Association shall be called THE PENNSYLVA- 
NIA FEDERATION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETIES. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT. 

Section 1. The object of the Federation sihall be the advance- 
ment of historical research relating to the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, local and general. ^ 

1. By the preparation of check-lists of publications, and the collec- 
tion of material for a complete bibliography of the Commonwealth. 

2. By the encouragement of historical activity in each county of 
the Commonwealth, and the formation of local historical societies. 

3. By the establishment of a central agency for the exchange of 
duplicate historical material. 

4. By the annual publication of a list of historical papers relating 
to the Commonwealth, and a list of the historical productions of 
Pennsylvanians. 

5. By the encouragement of the preservation of the manuscript 
records of the Commonwealth, and each sub-division thereof, and of 
the publication of such records, when possible. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERS. 

Section 1. The Federation shall be composed of such Historical 
and kindred Societies in Pennsylvania, and Pennsylvania Societies 
in other states, as are approved by the Executive Committee, and 
which shall pay annually two dollars to the treasurer. 

Section 2. Each Societv in the Federation shall send to the Sec- 
retary, before the annual meeting, a report containing (1) a list of 
officers with their addresses, (2) number of its members, (3) number 
of meetings, (4) titles of all its publications during the year, with an 
account of any special work done, or of any other matter of interest 
to the Federation. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the Federation shall be A President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

Section 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Fed- 
eration, and shall deliver an address at the annual meeting. He 
shall appoint all committees not otherwise provided for, and shall 
ex officio be a member of all standing committees. 

Section 3. A Vice-President, accordm^ t^ \i\MSiXi^'^^^^'3;^^^^\s^'<^Bi& 
absence at the President. 
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Section 4. The Secretary shall make careful minutes of the meet- 
ings of the Federation; keep an accurate record of the officers and 
members; notify all Societies admitted to membership, and all per- 
sons of their election to office or appointment on committees; issue 
notices of all meetings of the Federation; furnish to the Treasurer 
the names and addresses of all Societies admitted to membership; 
conduct the correspondence of the Federation; and report at the 
annual meeting. 

Section 5. The Treasurer shall collect the dues owing to the Fed- 
eration; pay all bills approved by the E'xecutive Committee; have 
charge of all funds <^f the Federation; and present a full report of 
receipts, expenditures, etc., at the annual meeting, which report, be- 
fore being adopted, shall be audited by a committee of three. 

ARTICLE V. ELECTIONS; 

Section 1. The officers of the Federation shall be elected at the 
annual meeting to serve for one year and until their successors are 
chosen. Voting at elections and on all questions shall be by So- 
cieties, each Society voting as a unit. 

Section 2. The President and the Vice-Presidents shall not be 
elected for a second succeeding term. 

ARTICLE VI. MEETINGS. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Federation shall be held in 
the city of Harrisburg on the first Thursday in January, except when 
the first Thursday is the first day, and in that case the annual meet- 
ing shall be held on the second Thursday. Special meetings shall 
be called by the President upon the request of the Executive (Com- 
mittee. 

Section 2. Representatives from three Societies shall constitute a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall consist of the President, 
the Secretary, the Tr-easurer, and six others who shall be elected at 
the annual meeting in 1^07, two to serve for one year, two to serve 
for two years, and two to serve for three years; and at subsequent 
annual meetings two shall be elected to serve for three years. 

Section 2. The Executive Committee shall have charge of the af- 
fairs of the Federation between the annual meetings, shall arrange 
for the annual meeting, and for all publications by the Federation, 
and shall report at the annual meeting. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall have power to fill any 
vacancy in any office or in their own number, their appointees to 
serve until the next annual meeting. 

Section 4. Five members of the Executive Committee shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE VIIL AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. This Constitution may be amended at any annual meet- 
ing by a two-thirds vote, provided ninety days' notice in writing, 
stating the proposed amendment, has been mailed to each Society, 
the vote of the Society, under its seal, or certified by its President 
and Secretary, to be transmitted to the Secretary. 

BY-LAWS. 

I. STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. The President shall annually appoint the following 
Standing Committees: 

1. A committee of seven on bibliography. 

2. A committeo of three to promote historical activity in each 
county of the Commonwealth, and the formation of historical so- 
cieties in counties having no such an organization. 

3. A committee of three on exchanging historical duplicates. 

4. A committee of three to prepare a list of the publications of 
the Societies of the Federation, of historical papers relating to the 
Commonwealth, and of historical productions by Pennsylvanians. 
Each of the Societies shall be furnished with a copy of said list. 

5. A committee of three on the preservation of manuscript 
records. 

6. A committee of three on State legislation for the promotion of 
the object of the Federation. 

Section 2. Each Standing Committee shall report at the annual 
meeting. 

II. ORDER OP BUSINESS. 

Section 1. At the annual meeting of the Federation, the order of 
business (unless otherwise ordered by a majority vote), shall be as 
follows :

c. on exchanging duplicates. 

d. on publication of lists, etc. 
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e. on preserving manuscript records. 

f. on State legislation. 

10. Election of officers, etc. 

11. Deferred business. 

12. New business. 

13. Adjournment.

To the Honorable George Kunkel, President Judge of the Court of 

Common Pleas of Dauphin County: 

Agreeably to the provisions of the act of the General Assembly 
of Pennsylvania, entitled "An act to provide for the incorporation 
and regulation of certain corporations," approved the 29th day of 
April, A. D. 1874, and the several supplements thereto, the under- 
signed all of whom are citizens of Pennsylvania, have associated 
themselves together for the purpose and upon the terms and by the 
name hereinafter set forth, and to the end that they may be duly in- 
corporated according to law, certify:
